REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


In submitting this annual report, the board feel warrant- 
ed in congratulating the people of the town district that 
the schools still show that steady progress in improvement 
that was predicted by the friends of the town system at. its- 
inception. . 

The benefits of this system were very tersely expressed! 
by the Governor of this State in the last inaugural address, 
in these words: “The Town System, so called, after a fair 
trial. has so commended itself to the people that there 1s- 
no disposition to return to the old district plan, ever 
Metnpaway were opens. * lt is gratifyina ‘to 
note that the cause of education 1s steadily advancing.” 

We find this declaration of the chief magistrate of owr 
state fully verified in our own town. 

Our teachers have labored faithfully, patiently, indus- 
triously, and in co-operation with the board; and the re— 
sults, almost without exception, have been satisfactory. 

In order to have the best sctiools, we must have the- 
hearty co-operation of the people, the teachers, and the: 
school board; and one marked advantage of this, over ther 
old system, is, that it is bringing the people to have & 
Jarger interest, a warmer sympathy, anda more earnest ep- 
deavor, that our schools may be encouraged and sustained... 
This increasing interest is shown by the larger attendanee- 
at the examinations, by the willingness to vote appropria— 
tions, and by a manifest desire, that we see from day te 
day, to do what will best promote our schools. 

The days when finding fault with the teacher, opposing 
the school, or using it as a means for carrying on local dis- 
sensions and controversies, are happily passing away—we- 
trust never to return. 

It is believed that there have been more weeks of schoe? 
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ua town in the past year than ever before ; as with but one 
xeeption each hus been kept 28 weeks, while in 1892— 
when there were more weeks of school than in any pre- 
wious year—several fell short of 28 weeks. In the last 
term, owing to prevailing sickness in town, there were in 
wome schools a considerable number of cases of absence or 
#@axdiness, but at the same time, in some other schools there 
was an exceptionally good attendance, so the average at- 
#endance was not materially diminished. 

Perhaps the most interesting episode of the school year 
‘was the Teachers’ Institute holden here January 17, 1894. 
Af the request of the school board, seconded by the citi- 
wens, the Superintendent of Public Instruction, Hon. Fred 
Gewing, arranged for an Institute here at the date men- 
ened. The program was excellent, was well arranged, 
avad well carried out, closing with a lecture in the evening 
ay President C. 8. Murkland of the New Hampshire Col-' 
Sexe of Agriculture and the Mechanic Arts. 

‘Yhe attendance was very large, there being large dele- 
ations of teachers and other friends of education from ad- 
gacent and more distant town:—a good delegation of teach- 
@es coming from as far as Newport. The affair was a de- 
eaded success, and no one doubts that it will be a substantial 
‘evefit to this, and other towns. 

in closing, permit us to call attention to the importance 
@f not taking our scholars too early from the common 
schools to send them up to the high school. The more 
proficient they become in the common. school, the better 
will they be prepared for, and the more easily will they 
gerform, the greater demands of the high school course.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


‘Time in its ever onward course bas brought us to that 
annual period when a report of our high school is required. 

With the year ending June, 1893, Prof. G. W. Ransom, 
who had been principal for one year, closed his work with 
the school, having the satisfaction of graduating, at that 
time, a class of seven pupils whose attainments reflected 
distinction on their former instructors. 

The first term of the current school year opened August 
28th, with Prof. J. M. Barton, A. B., of Newport, as prinei- 
pal, and Miss Minnie E. Wheeler, who had already taught 
in the school two years, as assistant. 

The usual examination for admission was held, and out of 
a considerable number of applicants, only a few were found 
qualified in the required studies, so, having in view the 
highest welfare of the individuals, and the best interests of 
the school in maintaining its high standing, these appli- 
cants were allowed more time in which to acquire the 
requisite qualifications. However, nine applicants from 
adjoining towns have been admitted to advanced standing 
and have maintained their rank in the junior and middle 
classes. , 

Mr. Barton, fresh from student life at Dartmouth, com- 
ing with one year’s experience as principal, backed by an 
honorable lineage, and ambitious to achieve success in his 
chosen profession, brought to the school the advanced 
ideas and methods of the times. He, at once, entered up- 
on his duties with zeal, aiming to systemize the work so 


that all the time might be employed to the best advantage. 
These conditions, together with Miss Wheeler’s former ac- 
quaintance with the pupils and their acquirements, placed! 
the school upon a basis propitious to successful advamce- 
ment. 

The old courses of study were found to some extent im- 
practicable and inoperative, and one of the first efforts for 
improvement was to revise and systemize the courses of 
study and to publish the same in the new catalogue. These 
courses, we assume to say, compare favorably with the 
curriculum of advanced, similar institutions. By consult- 
ing the new catalogue, it will be seen that all but eleverm 
of the pupils attending the school are found in the regular 
classes, pursuing the established courses. This is a grati- 
fying condition, when we consider the many advantages to 
be gained by taking a complete course and graduating, 
We hope this idea will become fixed in the minds of pa- 
rents and pupils so that when the youth of our town emter 
the high school, it will be with the determination to enter 
one of the prescribed courses and complete it, and te al- 
low no triffling obstacle to turn them aside from their pwr 
pose. 

We believe it good policy to invite out of town patrom- 
age, as there is strength in aggregation, and educating ama 
broadening influences in association. 

The school is now in a prosperous condition, not entime- 
ly frictionless, and this is not to be expected where humam 
nature is to be dealt with in all its freaks and caprices ama 
youthful unreasonablevess chafes under restraint and disea- 
pline, yet the machinery of the institution 1s not sensibly 
affected by any unusual resistance to its motive power.

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who habitually contribute to its columns. It should re- 
eeive the approval and patronage of the friends of the 
aehool. 

Prize essays and speaking, in vogue at the present time, 
ee creating enthusiasm and relieve the monotony of the 
azsual routine text-book study. 

Yet after all there is no royal road to an education. He 
whe hias an earnest desire, undaunted courage and perse- 
werance, 1s not lazy physically or mentally, will ultimately 
stand upon the higher, broader plain of knowledge that 
avill be a lasting source of power and happiness. 

With the above brief statement and the suggestion that 
thee voters bave it in their power to do much at their an- 
weal mecting to add materially to the comfort and advance- 
eaent of the school by making small appropriations for 
saceded uses, we respectfully submit this report to the cit- 
azens of Warner High School District.
